Occasionally he makes shoert trips for
amusement, and it is possible that he
may not remain here very long.

Kelley sbsolutely refuses to receive
newspaper men or to be interviewald,
and has very few confidants,

Circnit Attorney Joseph W. Folk,

when apprised last night of the presence
of Daniel J. Kelley in Canada, an-
nounced that the extradition treaty be-
tween the United States and Great Brit-
ain did not Include bribery charges.

Consequently Mr. Kelley's pesition In
Canada Is the same as that of Ellis
Walnwright In France.

Mr. Folk was pleased to learn of the
whereabouta of Mr. Kelley, and declared
that ke will make an effort o devise
some plin whereby the fugitive may be
returned to testify before the St. Louls
and Cole County grand juries In the
alum boodle cases.

WEATHER BUREAU
GOES HIGH IN THEAIP,

World's Fair Forecasts to Be
Made From Top of the
Chemical Annex.

TALLEST BUILDING IN CITY.

Additional Station on the Exposi-
tion Grounds Is Discussed by
the New Forecaster, Ed-
ward H. Bowie.

—

World's Fair weather will be made from
the top of the sixteen-story annex to the
Chemical building.

Forecaster Ellward H. Bowls announced
Festerday that after July 1 the United
Biates Weather Bureau at St Louis would
bave headquarters on the fifteenth floor of
the addition which the Chemical Building
Company iz now erecting on Bighth strest

For several years the Federal bullding has
been an unsatisfactory polnt from which to
mnrke the observations required by the
Weather Bureaw. It i= hedged about by
taller bufldings, and it has becn Impossible
to obtain the accurate results whick are
necessary to A correct forecast of wenther
conditions,

One of the first official acts of Forecaster
Bowie was to suggest to the Weather Bu-
reag that the local headquarters be trans-
ferred to the Chemical building annex it
being the highes: building and most ex-
posed to varying wind and weather.

Yesterday he received |nstructions from
Professor Willls L. Moorey, chief of the
Weather Bureau, to make the change

Tha Chemical building annex will be com-
pleted by July 1. und six rooms oo the Af-
teenth floor will thereafter be the place
from which the forecast for St. Louls and
vicinity will bs announced

Some alteralions to sult the requirements
of a signal service station will be made on
the fifteenth floor. When completad the
quarters will be as complete in appoini-
ments and arrangement as any weather bu-
reay hesdquarters in the servige.

All instruments used in determining
weather conditions will be on top of the
buiiding. From this hixh altitude there are
no ohstructions from other buildings, and
absolutely correct results can be had
